Washington, Ottardh 
20.—General 


Otis today resumed his testimony 
before the senate Philippine commit- 
tee. Senator Patterson continued Ms 
questioning 'an'd referred to 'a letter 
dated Sept. 8, 1808, addressed by 
General Otis to Agninaldo as "the 
eomtnarildinfc' general of the 'Philip- 
pine forces," in -whih he spoke of 
the sacrifices made by the revolu- 
tionary forces "in 
the interest of 


civil liberty." 


General Otis declared that this re* 


In ted to their dealings' with the 
Spaniards. He u'dmitted that before 
th* United Stated army arrived in 
Manila an'd <for some little time be- 
fore tfhey took possession, the insur- 
gents 'had the Spaniards hemmed in 
in ftfcmtta. He denied ttat he led 
Aguin'afldq to 'believe tfhat the United 
'States would not assume absolute 
sovereignty and governmental con- 
trol 'over the islands. Asked wiiiat 
he meant hy the staterntnt in (his let- 
ter that "lather than see the sfcips 
of the United States navy control the 
navigable waters of these 
islands 


ttn'd its 'army 'devastating its terii- 
tory I greatly prefer to a'dvise my 
goveinment ixot to send any more 
troops here," General Otis answered 
that t^h'at was* (his opinion^ because he 
did not want to see any war. -'I 
•wanted to 
conquer by 
peaceable 


means," said flie, "but I gfave the iiu- 
preEsion t'h'^t there were troops wait- 
ing." 


General Otis said, answering an in- 


Quiry by Senator BPale, that -h'ad the 
government taken him -at his word, 
not t6 send more troops, anarchy 
would J'lteve reigned tbrougfbiottt tlie 
island. He thought that his letter 
Should 'be considered 
as a whole. 


"That was 'a period when I was la- 
boring hartl," eaid lie, "to keep the 
peace, and tp keep oui* men and offi- 
cers from paying attention to tlie iu- 
sults received f ream Philippine officers 
nnd insurgents." 


Answering Senator Patterson, Gen- 


eral Otis &Uid tlvat the commission 
of w*hitfh General Hughe* was a mem- 
ber had stated to representatives of 
Agiiinaldo tkat no concessions could 
be made without the sacrifice of some 
of the attributes of sovereignty.

General Otis declared that the Fil- 


ipinos 'have no correct idea of liberty; 
"tlberty with them," said he, "is 
license." "But what i& your stand- 
ard of qualification for self govern- 


1 ment?" -asked Senator (Patterson. 


"What kind of a government?" 


answered General Otis. "Bo you 
mean despotic government?" 


"No;' self-government," .was Sena- 


tor PA'tterwn'3 response. 
. 


Geflifai Oils said they'. ^ere. per- 


fectly' qualified for a despotic, mili- 
tary government. 


Senator Patterson asked if he con- 


sidered the people of Mexico quali- 
fied for self-government, to which 
Senator Beveridge objected, but be- 
fore the chairman 'could decide the 
pohit General Otis said he declined 
•to ansiwer. 
Senator Patterson re- 


marked 
that he had no means of 


forcing a reply "at present," 


General Otis declared that he did 


not measure the capacity of the Fil* 
ipino people for self-government by 
tte capacity 
of the people of th 


United States, and characterized 
unfair the effort of Senator Patter- 
son to get him to fix the standard by 
a comparison with other people. 


General Otis replying to Senator 


Dubois said that the introduction of 
Chinese coolie labor in 
the Philip- 


pines would be unwise. 


Japanese labor, he thought, would 


be the most acceptable, because they 
affiliate rwdily with -the Filipiiwa.

If any .proof can be 
made that I am inciting Filipinos 
by such speeches," said he, "I want 
t done." 
After some further discussion Sen- 


ator Beveridge disclaimed *ny inten- 
tion to reflect 
on any senator and 


withdrew his question, 


General Otis concluded his testi- 


mony by submitting some comments 
on (the memorial of the Manila cham- 
ber of commerce. 
The committee 


hen adjourned.

chair, said he would exclude any al- 
lusion to senators' speeches* S«nator

GENERAL MILES FLATS THE 


NEW ARMY BILL. 


OPPOSES GENERAL STAFF 


DECLARES IT SUBVERSIVE OP 


DISCIPLINE. 


Washington, March 20.—-General 


Nelson A. Miles today told the sen- 
ate committee on military 
affairs 


that if the bill introduced by Seua- 
or Hftwley at the instance of tb* 
war department for tlie organization 
of a general 
staff 
for the Array 


hould become a law, he would de- 
iline to longer hold his commission. 
The reason he gave for the state- 
ment is that the bill is utterly sub- 


ersive of the interests of the mili- 


tary establishment, and he said that 
ic would not be a party to such a 
troceeding to the extent even of con* 
imiing to hold his place. 
The statement was made in the 
ourse of a prolonged hearing by the 
committee, which was conducted be- 
lind closed doors, and in wtyich Q-en- 
eral Miles touched upon a variety of 
subjects connected with the army. 
THE 
OBJECmONABLE CLATTSE. 


The portion of the bill to which he 


directed his especial criticism is 'that 
^ontained in section 7, reading as 
ollows: 
"That from and after the passage 


»f this ft£t the senior general officer 
if the army -shall be 
assigned to 


command such portion of the army 
as the president may direct, or be 
detailed to duty in the general -staff 


All duties* prescribed by law 


or the commanding general of the 
rmy shall 
be performed 
by the 


hief of general staff 'or other gen- 
ral officer designated by the secre- 
ary of war: Provided that so long 
l» the present lieutenant 'general of 
he army continues on the native list 
he snail be the 'chief of the general 
staff, aud upon the separation from 
active service of the said lieutenant 
general of the army, said office, ex- 
cept as herein provided, shall cease 
nd determine.", 


WOULD DESTROY UNITY. 


General 
Miles said 
that if this 


provision.should 
become a l&w it 


would have the effect of destroying 
the unity of the army and he • read 
numerous authorities, including Na- 
poleon, 
Wellington. 
Washington,

Shafter was then fit Tampa, and I 
sat down there, in the secretary?s 
house, and wrote a dispatch directing 
him to start immediately for Santia- 
go with the result that the army was 
soon on its way to the point where

THE KED TAPE EVIL. 


Then he added that in all proba- 


bility the senior general of the army 
>*ould n*at? under the provisions he 
had quoted, have been in position to 
do anything, and he called attention 
to .the clause relieving him (the sen- 
ior general) of command and making 
it possible for any other officer to be 
appointed. He declared that under 
saction 7 it would be competent to 
one day promote a captain to the 
position of a brigadier and the next 
day make him chief of staff, thus 
practically placing a captain at the 
head of the army. 
Warming up 


»Dmewhat, he asserted that the bill 


calculated to accomplish no pur- 


pose except to allow the secretary of 
war and the adjutant general to pro- 
mote the interests of their personal 
favorites. 


General Miles was questioned as to 


the reasons for locating the Ameri- 
can army of occupation -at Tampa 
and holding it there so long with the 
resulting 
congestion. 
Replying to 


the fir»t question, he said that it 
because of the order to occupy Ha* 
rana. The delay was du«, he said 
to the fact that the American army 


rayptied with 


been sufficient for more than half au 
hour of fighting. Considering that 
Havana was one of the best forti- 
fied citiea in the world, he said that 
to have attacked it would have been 
foolhardy in the extreme. 


WOtJ'LD NOT CKITICISE. 


He declined, however, to criticise 


the then secretary of war, General 
Alger, for the condition of affairs, 
saying thfct probably any one else in 
the position would have done about 
what he did. 
He laid the general 


blame for this condition of unpre- 
paredness at the door of congress. 


In the course of his remarks Gen- 


eral Miles told the committee in con- 
fidence that with the bill a law he 
could now name the men who would 
hold the places of honor provided 
under it, but,the committee did not 
ask for the names.

FIREMEN BATTLED LONO AND 


WON THE FIOHT, 


LOWER ESTIMATE OF LOSS 


BUSINESS TO BE RESUMED BY 


SUFFERING FIRMS. 


FIRE KEPT ON LOWER FLOOR 


INSURANCE ADJUSTMENT TO 


BE MADE AT ONCE. 


The principal topic among -the local 


insurance agents this morning was 
ths losses incurred by yesterday's Arc 
and the anxiety to adjust the claims 
as soon as possible, since the condi- 
tions invited further loss by every 
day's delay. Letters were sent out 
last night to the companies* general 
agents asking that adjusters be de- 
tailed here at the earliest possible 
convenience and some of them are 
expected on today's trains. 


SOME ESTIMATES OF LOSSES. 
Mr. Pidgeon is quoted as saying 


that the loss on the millinery slock 


reach $40,000, w(oich is over 
t'he value of the stock on 'hand. 


There is no doubt among those -who 
viewed the Soliday & Kite furniture 
stock this morning that the loss is 
near the total valuation of $35,000. 
The effect of 'hoat, smoke and w& 
upon paint, vanii&h and polish was 
generally sucii as to 
destroy 
the 


value of the goods. Soliday & Kite 
El-iid yesterday 'during1 the progress 
c-f the fire that they ihad $20,000 in* 
suiance. Uhe figures fiom Neireicer 
& Gumpper, however, printed else- 
where sJieny th'at they overestimated 
Vhe 'amount by $3,500. The building- 
which was insured for $20,000 in tho 
Lum^ar-d agency, was probably not 
damaged more than 
3valf of that 


am cunt. 
Tfais would- make a. tola 


ti'om the fire of from $80,000 to $90,- 
000, co-needing the several concerns 
and t'he owner of the building the 
Amounts mentioned stove. The books 
of the concerns were preserved intact 
and the work -of 'adjusting the looses 
will be greatly facilitated thereby, 
T(he toss by reason of the interrup- 
tion cf business will be considerable. 
In this reg'.u*I the furniture firm Is 
1'he chief loser. 


CONDITION OF BUILDING. 


An inspection of the building dis- 


closed this morning that the dam- 
age to it was principally confined to 
the ground floor, which is a total 
wreck and will have to be replaced in 
joists and planking. 
The fire start- 


ed, &s yesterday's report showed, 
under the center store occupied by 
Jacobs, but that the chief damage 
was done to the floor occupied by 
Soliday & Hite with their large and 
costly stock of fine furniture. There 
were two walls which would have 
been sufficient to confine the blaze to 
its original apartment had there been 
no spaces between the joists lying 
edge up on the tops. These aper- 
ture s 
f urn is'h ed 
so 
many 
flues 


through which the fire crept in its 
eagerness to find an 
outlet. 
The 


joists were burned until they gave 
way under the weight of furniture, 
sagging to the ground of the cellar 
in the lowest points, The dense smoke 
was due in great measure no doubt 
to the inflammable packing of the 
quantity of furniture kept in storage 
in the cellar. It is this that shows 
the worst ravages of the flames, the 
loss being total. 
The cellar filled 


with water to two-thirds its depth, 
and whore fire, smoke and water com- 
bined there is no chance for salvage. 


The second floor of Soliday & Bite's 


store was filled with bureaus, bed- 
steads of wood, brass 
and iron, 


lounges and bedroom toilet furnish- 
ings. 
These were 
all practically 


ruined for sale purposes by the -water 
that was thrown from the roof. It 
soaked through -and caused the plas- 
ter on -the ceiling to fall, showing the 
lath. The third floor contained fine 
carpets and rugs and these are badly 
woter-soaked. 


THE ARMSTRONG LOSSES. 


The several floors occupied- by the 


Armstrong company were principally 
damaged by the smoke, There was 
some damage by water on the north 
sides of the several apartments next 
to thft second and third floors used 
by the 
furniture company. 
The 


stock was made unsaleable by a firm 
strictly eschewing miles by retail. 
The stock of fine silks was damaged 
by water as well 'as th« smoke. The 
Armstrong company's 
officials ex- 


pressed pleasure this morning that 
their part of the block was so little 
damaged, 
every floor being un- 


touched by flame and but little dam- 
aged by .water. 
This fact permits 


the company to resume business with 
but little loss of time in this the 
busiest time of the season. Work 
was begun this morning in replacing 
the office furniture, .which was re- 
moved yesterday as soon as the Are
